Although having less than 30,000 
members in the twenty-six counties, 
the British umons affiliate with the 
Irish Trade Union Congress on the 
basis of their total membership in 
the whole of Ireland, .which is 
106,220, approximately 76,000 -of 
whom are in the six counties, 

“If every member of every Irish 
trade —_ affiliated to the Trade 
Union Congress’ were opposed to 
participation in the London Con- 
ference, they cOuld be out-voted by 
the represéntatives of the British 
trade unions.

THE latest development for rescuing personnel adrift, particularly 
where the sea is too rough for rescue planes to land, or where no 
crash boats are available, is this 27-foot. boat, recently demonstrated 
by the U.S. Army Air Forces. The boat weighs 2,800 pounds, has two 
five horse-power engines, and carries enough fuel for miles. From 
the fuselage of a B-17 bomber the tifeboat is released, with three 
parachutes attached to it. The parachutes submerge almost immediately, 
serving as a sea anchor, 
automatically discharges rockets to floating life-lines that extend in 
three directions to a length of 400 feet to enable injured men or non- 
swimmers to pull themselves into the boat.
